PLAGUE CONVENTION. 

The following appears in tho issue of the 
British Medical Journal for November 13 ; 
—‘ Tho Hongkong Sanitary Board have had 
before them reports of their Medical Oflicer 
of Health, Dr F. W. Clurk, and others, os 
to the desirability of the Colony: becoming 
a party to the Venice Plague:Convention of 
1897.

hor of emigrants who might reach the 
Colony in times of playme from ports where 
that diseaca prevailed;-without there having 
been any o¢curcence -of plaguc-on ward, 
Tt was suggested that m guarantee as 
to address shoild be forthcoming as 
rogarda’ such peuple; but this was 
declared -to be impracticable. The real 
question is whether, under conditions of 
plaguo in other countries, Hongkong 
wants to receive immigrants wlio can afford 
a prove that they have semained in hoalth 
for a period of twelve days since leaving an 
infected port or district. + ‘fhe example of 
this country in the casu of cholera at Ham- 
burg may be remembered.
